Don Ferguson’s tenure as Editor of the Loyola News ended with dramatic 


suddenness Sunday night, 36 days after it had begun. 


Ferguson resigned over a hassle with the Board of Publications. 


Associate editor Brian McKenna was immediately appointed to act as inte- 
rim editor-in-chief. He is a fourth year artsman majoring in English. 


Ferguson is the second editor 
to resign in 1966. He succeeded 
Henry Sobotka on October 14 
when the latter quit due to ex- 
haustion and because he found 
the job “too heavy a physical 
and mental burden to bear any 
longer.” 


Ferguson quit two days after 
the Board had reprimanded him 
for “violating” article 4 of the 
Board’s contract with the editor 
of the NEWS. In its statement 
the Board accused Ferguson of 
“infringing upon the privacy of 
an individual in the “editors 
notes” of the Nov. 8 issue of the 
NEWS. 


The contentious “Notes” made 
public a priviledged conversa- 
tion between SAC president Dick 
Aitken and lan MacDonald, an 
associate editor of the Loyola 
News. 


Article 4 of the contract 
states that “any student acting 
in the capacity of a reporter 
reveals his.identity as a repre- 
sentative of his publication be-

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fore obtaining any interview for 
publication.” 


Ferguson charged that the 
Board was hiding behind con- 
tracts and that the real reason 
for their action was “the use of 
certain abbreviations in the edi- 
tors notes.” 


In his letter of resignation, 
dated November 20, Ferguson 
termed the Board’s statement 
“wonderful.” He went on: “But

Bob Cosman, Lower House 
member who initiated the motion 
against Ferguson, declined com- 
ment on the resignation. 


Board Chairman, Tony Bur- 
man, termed Ferguson’s resig- 
nation “unfortunate, but the 
Board considered the consequen- 
ces of its decision. It was a 
Board decision, not mine. | do 
consider that in terms of article 
4 of the contract it was clearly 
a violation.” 


“| find it disturbing” he con- 
tinued, “that an editor who has 
proven himself to be so eloquent 
in his criticism of others decides 
to pack up and leave when his 
wrists are slapped for the first 
time.” 


Ferguson said, “| worked a 
minimum of 50 hours a week, 
missing many of my classes, 
having to put up with campus 
societies lobbying for space, 
and having to put up with petty 
politicians. But where petty poli- 
ticians happened to be my pub- 
lishers, that was too much.” 


“The Board is being irrespon- 
sible. It should pick its editor 
and let him work in good faith. 
Pushing the panic button as they 
have done is sheer irresponsi- 
bility. The Board should bear in 
mind the long terme goals the 
editor has in mind for the news- 
paper. There are at least two 
members of the Board who are 
totally unqualified.” 


Burman dismissed this: “That 
charge,” he said, “and | have 
heard it before, can always be 
applied both ways. Regardless 
of whether or not it is valid, | 
can only assure Mr. Ferguson 
that the members were as aware 
of their responsibilities at that 
meeting as he continually claims 
he is. Perhaps he forgets it is 
a two-way street.” 


Ex-editor Sobotka supported 
Ferguson’s charges. “I tried arg- 
ving with them too, but | didn’t 
get far. It’s very hard to argue 
with petty politicians, especially 
when their number contains two 
or three aspirants to the SAC 
presidency. Thanks to them, the 
green choir at the editor’s desk 
is getting a lot of use.” 


Ferguson closed his letter to 
the board with a firm declar- 
ation: “This (action) |} find un 
justifiable, as it belies an attitu- 
de incompatible with my beliefs, 
and with the beliefs | would 
expect the Board to hold.”

LSD, one of these fun fungi, 
was discovered in 1943, when 
Dr. Albert Kaufman, having ac- 
cidently sucked an unknown 
substance, became hallucinated, 
jumped on his bicycle and 
drove home in a completely be- 
wildered state. 


Kane elaborated on the ef- 
fects of LSD, stating that a se- 
vere psychosis could result in 
the event that an unstable per- 
son should consume the drug. 
He added that “unstable per- 
sons are the ones most likely 
to take LSD.” 


The Sociologist presented two 
sides of the complex LSD prob- 
lem. He cited several cases 
where the use of LSD had had 
tragic consequences, for exam- 


ple that of a young man who 
murdered his mother-in-law af- 


ter a three-day trip. 


Kane talks LSD 


Kane also mentioned some of 
the desirable effects of LSD. 
It has proved helpful in the 
treatment of various mental di- 
sorders; with it, doctors found 
that a greater depth of thera- 
py could be obtained. 


In a Canadian survey of al- 
cholics treated with LSD, half 
the subjects obtained complete 
abstinence after the treatment. 


Kane mentioned Dr. Timothy 
Leary, the prophet of a new 
Teligious cult, and his mysti- 
cism. Truth and knowledge, ac- 
cording to Leary, can be reach- 
ed through LSD’s expansion of 
consciousness. 


In the final analysis, Dr. Kane 
concluded, the true merits of 
LSD cannot be presently stated. 
“However, the evidence so far 
would seem to warrant further 
research.”

President outlines why he feels Loyola should join lUnion 

Générale des Etudiants de Québec. He is currently heading 
a committee studying the CUS-UGEQ question. 


One hundred years of coexistence have taught 
English and French Canadians several lessons. They 
have seen the impossibility of having a legislative 
union or omnipotent central government, as Canada’s 
first Prime Minister, John A. Macdonald, would have 
wished. They have learned the significance of French 
numerical inferiority and English numerical superiority. 
Also, under the leadership of several past provincial 
premiers, they have espoused the doctrine of provin- 
cial rights. 

This doctrine has not worked to the satisfaction 
of Quebec, however, in that the representatives of the 
English speaking provinces have often united federally 
against her as a French province. In the initial stages, 
under the Macdonald-Cartier era, Quebec had succeed- 
ed in influencing the policy of the federal govern- 
ment. The political stage then was favourable to this 
situation. But as crises such as the Manitoba School 
Question, the New Brunswick School Question and the 
1917 Conscription Issue arose, French-speaking Quebec 
lost out. By 1910, and until 1960, Quebec isolated her- 
self as a consequence of such action on the part of 
English Canada. 

The election of the Liberal government in 1960 
paved the way for change. The “Quiet Revolution” had 
begun. Most significantly, the “Quiet Revolution” was 
the awakening of Quebec to the fact that she was a 
nation. Quebec realized that certain goals must be 
achieved in the economic, political, and social spheres, 
if she were not to remain a mere cultural niciety. 

This new self-awareness sparked a debate which 
has not yet been resolved. The debate is whether 
Canada is to be a bilingual and bicultural state as 
some would have it, or rather a two-nation Confedera- 
tion as others wish it. It is rapidly becoming evident 
that Canada as a bilingual and bicultural nation is a 
myth. This Canada does not exist beyond the banks 
of the Ottawa. If Canada is to survive in any form, the 
two-nation concept must be accepted by both parties 
involved. 

We must find our place in the Quebec student 
community and consequently in Quebec society, and 
work to foster the unity of our two nations. If Loyola 
students are truly Canadians, they will vote to join 
U.G.E.Q.
